_ Important Canal arteries of Shanghai was 
blocked with traffic. It simply was acase of too 
many boats for the size of the canal. Many 


_ manufacturing enterprises, foreign and Chinese 
are located on this canal inside the International — 


Settlement and outside. The creek is always 
congested and difficult of navigation, but is 
rapidly becoming worse through increased 
trafic and through the gradual silting-up of the 
waterway. Factories located on this canal are 
dependent upon it for their supplies of raw 
materials and dependent upon it for trans- 
on their manufactured materials to the 
arger Whangpoo River for final shipment to 
other points in China and abroad. What is 
happening almost daily on the Soochow Creek 
is also happening on the Whangpoo River which 
constitutes the harbor of Shanghai. If traffic 
continues to increase at Shanghai, it will be only 
a matter of months until the large ocean-going 


cargo boats will not come to Shanghai for fear. 


of being held up by a blockade. On several 
days recently it was almost impossible for large 
ships to find buoys or docking space. The 
harbor at Shanghai is about as unprepared for 
the great boom in shipping as the city of 
Shanghai is unprepared for the increase in new

tlie rivers and canals of China belong to 
China regardless of their location inside 
the International, Settlement, which is under 
foreign control.

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Conservancy Board, acting under an 
made in 1912 which provides funds from the 
customs tax, is in a position to immediately 
proceed toward the dredging of the canal, the 
only measure that will bring permanent relief. 
The Chinese government Tidnesies refuses to 
permit the Board to do the work. The Board 
first offered to do the work, it is understood, at 
no cost to the Chinese government; later it 
offered to do the work under contract with the 
Chinese goVernment at a specified charge. All 
of the proposals have been rejected by the 
Chinese and the entire matter is at a standstill— 
likewise traffic on the creek is practically ata 
standstill. In short the Chinese government 
refuses to permit the work to be done and to all 
intents and purposes it refuses to do the work. 
The general result is that the development of 
the port of Shanghai is being held up while 
other ports in the Orient are being developed 
and promoted. This refers especially to the 
ports of Japan and the Philippine Islands. 
Practically the deadlock in its larger phases 
is a direct result of the typical Shanghai 
attitude toward China and Chinese affairs in 
general. 
_ bring a new viewpoint to bear on this 
subject doubtless was the motive back of 
the report on “Shanghai—The Industrial and 
Commercial Metropolis” delivered by Mr. H. 
von Heidenstam before the Engineering Society 
of China on December g and reported in last 
week’s issue of the Review. No one will ques- 
tion the ability or qualifications of the engineer- 
in-chief of the Whangpoo Conservancy Board. 
Mr. von Heidenstam is a hydraulic and river 
engineer and a member of the Royal Swedish 
Corps of Engineers. He managed large river 
and hydraulic projects in Scandinavia up to 1908 
when he made extensive studies of the principal 


river, harbor and port works in Europe and in — 


America. In the latter country he had an 
extensive working experience with the projects 
on the Colorado river. He was appointed to 
his present position in China in 1910 and in 
addition to the work at Shanghai he is consulting 
engineer to the Board of Conservancy Works 
of Kwangtung, a member of the Chihli River 
Improvement Commission and Consulting En- 
gineer to the Min River Conservancy at Foo- 
chow. The first unfortunate condition of the 
present deadlock is that regardless of the chief 
engineer's abilities, they are not available for 
service here because of the political conditions 
at Shanghai. The second condition is that 
everybody is suffering, Chinese and foreign 
interests, alike. Shanghai.is the chief port of 


the, China; ‘but. the: Chinese them- 
selves ‘have ‘fothing’'to’ do with the administra- 
tion. They look upon the foreigners as en- 
croachers.upon their territory regardless of the 


* « 
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fact that the “encroachments”’ are all covered 


' by treaties. The foreigners look upon China as 


an inefficiently governed country and are im- 
patient of its conservatism. Shanghai can do 
practically nothing without the assistance and 
help of China and on the other hand China 
needs the assistance of the skilled foreigners who 
are interested in the trade development. If the 
Chinese are not permitted to have a voice in the 
management of Shanghai they will hold up and 
block every move for the development of the 
port that the foreigners have in mind. The 
gerieral result is that everybody loses. Practically . 
the same condition exists in the whole railroad 
situation in China, The-country is covered with 
a network of paper railroad concessions largely 
owned and controlled by foreigners. In China 
a foreign owned railroad means a foreign owned 
province, witness Manchuria and Shantung. In 
Shanghai the Chinese fear a foreign improved 
waterway because their experience in the past 
points to a foreign controlled waterway after the 
improvements have been made. 


Sie difficulty is that “Shanghai is not 

organized as a whole for tackling any big 
problem—on the contrary. There are two foreign © 
settlements, of which one is international, and at . 
least two Chinese administrative areas. This | 
has, of necessity, produced a multiplication of all - 
public services and administrations, which com- 
plicates all issues and renders the final ideal—a | 
larger unified Shanghai, with an equally good 
government as the Settlements now have, very 
difficult of attainment. The plain truth is that 
Shanghai, considered as a whole, has outgrown 
its present administration in several watertight 
compartments—that the place is growing too big 
for its boots. Larger rational developments are 
likely to be checked by political considerations— 
foreign to the true interests of a large community 
as a whole.” Shanghai can not be considered 
merely from the standpoint of the built up area. 
It must include the surrounding territory, the 
railroads and the waterways. The foreigners 
control their little spheres and permit no Chi- 
nese viewpoint. The Chinese control the sur- 
rounding areas and jealously guard against 


foreign encroachments. Shanghai has not the 


advantages of unified interests that are present 
in a modern commercial metropolis such as exist 
in Europe and America. One logical way out 
of the present deadlock would be the creation 
of a large administrative area say to include a 
territory of twenty or thirty miles surrounding 
Shanghai that would be administered by a joint 
Chinese-foreign body or committee. This 
administration would have charge of the larger. 
phases of industrial and commercial develop- 
ment of Shanghai, but would not interfere 
in the purely local questions of government in 
any of the municipalities, French, Interna-

tional or Chinese. This board or com- 
mittee would have sole charge of the develop- 
ment of Shanghai in its larger phases in ac- 
cordance with the future demands of foreign 
commerce and the development of China. Its 
actions would be subject to survey by the 
Chinese government and the foreign nations 
having the larger interests in the commerce of 
the country. It would end the intrigues of 
those interests that are political only and which 
serve merely to block progress and serve 
private interests that deserve no protection or 
consideration. If some reform along this line 
cannot be worked out the present deadlock 
will continue until the entire ship has been 


scuttled and everybody, good and bad alike 
will sink. | 


BAPAN seems to be the only country in the 
world for which the Chinese cannot obtain 

a Chinese Minister. Liu Ching-jen, former 
Minister to Russia, and China’s Official Repre- 
sentative in Siberia, who was appointed Minister 
to Japan several months ago, is still lingering in 
Peking and has no desire to proceed to his post 
notwithstanding the constant urging of his friends 
and the Peking government. He is giving one 
reason after another regarding the delay in his 
departure for Tokio. His reluctance to take up 
his new appointment cannot be due to his fear 
that the post is too difficult for him, tor soon 
after his appointment as Chinese High Com- 
missioner for Siberia where many knotty pro- 
blems were impending, he went there without 
hesitation. Mr. Liu does not shirk respon- 
sibility. It will be remembered that during the 
revolution in Russia he remained as official 
representative of China in the midst of the 
Russian revolution until his own government 
urged him to withdraw together with other 
foreign Ministers accredited to that country. 
The reason he did not care to go to Tokio must 
be found in his dislike to have dealings with 
the Japanese officially if he can possibly help it. 
This is an open secret. Privately the post of 
Chinese Minister to Japan has been offered to 
other prominent Chinese, and none of them will 
accept it. One official to whom the post was 
offered, Mr. Kiang Yung, Chinese Educational 
Director in Japan not only declined the offer, 
but also tendered his resignation as Educational 
Director. The members of Peking Parliament 
who are not sympathetic with Minister Liu 
Ching-jen have raised the question in the House 
of Representatives as to why he does not proceed 
to his new post. An interprellation signed by 
more than thirty members stated that since his 
appointment by Mandate as Chinese Minister 
to Japan three months have passed and there 
can be no other reason for his refusal to go to 
Tokio than his desire to shirk responsibility in 
connection with the negotiations for the Foochow

decided to take up his new office upon the com- 
pletion of the Foochow negotiations, and whether 
the government has been urging him to go to 
Japan at once. It will be interesting to know 
who will be Chinese Minister to Tokio if Mr. 
Liu presses for his resignation and it is accepted. 
Several pro- Japanese officials might welcome the 
opportunity of representing China in Japan 
provided the Chinese people would not object 


to the appointment. The knowledge that they 
- would oppose prevents them from working for 


the position much as they may covet it. Patrio- 
tic officials, like Mr. Liu, will have nothing to 
do with Japan and their appointment to repre- 
sent China in that country would be welcomed 


by the people if they were willing to proceed. 


It is certainly an anomalous situation which is 
confronting the Peking Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. It appears as though Japan is suffer- 
ing from a diplomatic boycott as well as 
an economic boycott at the hands of the 
Chinese.

In China Mr. Hsu has been pro- 
minent jn official life under both the old regime 
and the republic. He was chief of the depart- 
ment of public loans of the board of finance, 
director of the board of audit, deputy director- 


general of the Bureau of Currency as well as 
other prominent positions in the Ministry of 
Finance. In June 1916 he was made governor 
of the Bank of China in which position he served 


for a little more than one year. He has traveled 
extensively in the interior of China and in 
America and Europe. 

In discussing China’s new and impending 
financial relationship with the United States, 
Mr. Hsu did not spare America’s feelings. 
He stated quite frankly that America has a poor 
business reputation in China. “I have always 
been told by my influential friends both in the 


government and outside that small dependence | 


could be placed in an American business or 
financial policy. About once every five years 


American men of big business and finance be- 


come interested in China, burt this interest does 
not last. Something always happens to frighten 
the bankers away. First it is a change in 
political affairs at home; then international 
politics is to blame; then again the business and 
financial representatives sent to China become 


impatient at the delays and intrigues always 


present in Chinese affairs, grow tired of the 
interminable negotiations and go home. Chi- 
nese officials, especially those of thé older type, 
are always full of praise for Americans generally 
and especially for American policy toward China 
and American philanthropies in China, but 
when it comes dows to serious business they 
always shake their heads. These are the re- 
marks that [ always heard when I suggested 


that something should be done to induce 


American finance and big business to come to 
China.”’ 

The speaker then went into the changed 
conditions brought about both in China a in 
America by the war and how the two countries 
had been brought closer together. He des- 
cribed his trip to the United States a few 
months ago and spoke warmly of the cordial 
reception that he received in leading business 
It was also Mr.

He stated 
that the air was full of adverse rumors and 
underhand intrigue intended to undermine the 
new financial alliance. Much of this was the 
same that is always present when Chinese 
business men attempt to formulate a business 


undertaking. There was much jealousy and 
_ everybody wanted to be the head and to receive 


the credit for the enterprises, but fortunately 
patriotism and good sense overcame the rough 
places and the enterprises were worked out 


generally along the lines originally planned. 
He paid a high compliment to the good judg- 


ment and patience of the representatives of the 
American group participating in the industrial 
Mr. Hsu was emphatic in the declaration 
that the new bank is to be strictly an industrial 
and commercial enterprise. It will work in the 
closest possible relationship with China’s new 
industrial development and must conform strictly 
to America’s stringent banking laws.

the, 
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willingness of Americans to live in the Orient 
for any considerable period of time. To offset 
these handicaps we have certain weighty ad- 
vantages. As one of the first among these may 
be counted the high prestige which the American 
name enjoys among the Chinese. There is no 
doubt that of all the foreigners in China, now 
that the Germans have been deported, the 
American stands the highest. Most of the 
European nations, like Japan, were unfortunate 
in the methods by which they began their rela- 
tions with the Celestial Kingdom, but so far 
America has almost a stainless record there. 
The result is made evident in a thousand ways 
as one travels over the country. The magic 
words “Wo shih mei kuo jen” (1 am an Ameri- 
can man) will often pass an American where 
no other foreigner could enter without difficulty . 
or danger. ' 

National prestige is a thing which not only 
places the American traveler in foreign lands on 
a plane with the best, but it is also a definite 
business asset; and it is an especially valuable 
asset in the comparatively new market of China. 
For although the Chinese, like any other 
rational human being, will buy his goods where 
he can get them at the best figure and on the 
most reasonable terms, yet in the close compe- 
tition which is being witnessed in China today 
between representatives of such nations as Eng- 
land, France, Japan and the United States, the 
high standing of a nation will often prove to be 
the consideration which swings the balance. 
Any salesman here at home knows that between 
two men trying to sell the same customer like 
shipments of goods on practically the same 
terms, the man who is the better liked, or has 
the higher admiration of the buyer, or the higher 
reputation for fair dealing, will get the order. | 
That fact is quite elementary. e. 

We have come by our high prestige in 
China almost unconsciously. It has been the 
result of political activities rather than of com- 
mercial undertakings, for we are fairly new in 
the commercial world of China. Our policy 
with regard to relations with that country was 
very clearly enunciated as far back as 1844, 
when Caleb Cushing, the American envoy sent 
to negotiate the first commercial treaties with 
the Celestial Kingdom, presented a memorandum 
in which it was stated, “ We do not desire any » 
portion of the territory of China, on any terms 
and conditions whatever which shall be other- 
wise than just and reasonable to China as well 
as to the United States.” This is a policy to 
which we have strictly adhered. It has often 
stood out in clear contrast with the methods of 


- gome of the other nations who have seized 


territory through this or that pretext. England 
opened up the country to foreign trade in 1842 
by taking the island of Hongkong and making 
it a free port for all nations. In 1860 Russia

acquired a million square miles north of the. 


Amur River which gave Siberia the southern 
port of Vladivostok and six hundred miles of 
coast line. France seized Indo-China by force 
of arms in 1885-6. In the war of 1894, which 
culminated long fomenting designs on_ her 
neighbor, China, Japan gained control over 
Korea, which had hitherto acknowledged suzer- 
ainty to China. She demanded and received 
also Formosa (Tai-wan), The Peccadores, and 
South Manchuria. (She was forced by Russia, 
France and Germany to restore the latter 
province, to be later leased by Russia, and still 
later in 1905 to revert again to Japan, who now 
holds it under a ninety-nine year lease.) Ger- 
many, 1897, on the pretext of the murder of 
two missionaries of questionable methods, seized 
the valuable port of Tsing-tau, on Kiachow Bay 
in Shantung Province. In 1898, to offset these 
acquisitions by other nations, the British Empire 
asked for and obtained a lease of the Yellow Sea 
port of Wei-hai-wei (also in Shantung Province) 
as well as additional land in Kowloon, on the 
mainland opposite the city of Victoria (Hong- 
kong). Besides the acquisition of these most 
choice bits of territory, including practically all 
of the most important harbors (with the excep- 
tion of Shanghai), many of the nations were able 
to squeeze certain concessions from China less 
‘tangible but no less valuable. These constitute 
the famous “ spheres of interest,’’ “spheres of in- 
fluence” and “ special rights.’’ Russia obtained 
special privileges in Manchuria, which borders

or privilege in the Republic. 
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Siberia on the south, such as the lowering of cus- 
toms duties all along the frontier and the exclu- 


sive use “with China of the Sungari and Amur 


River. France. claimed as her special sphere 
the southwest region which borders Indo-China 
on the north, together with the Island of Hainan, 
Great Britain, with her usual 
keeness, secured exclusive rights in the fertile 
Yangtze Valley, the very heart of China proper. 
Japan obtained the recognition of special rights 
in Fukien Province (which lies along the coast 
opposite the island of Formosa), including the 


- ports of Swatow, Foochow and Amoy. 


Throughout this “scramble for concessions’’ 
of twenty years ago, which ended in the Boxer 
uprising and the massacre of many foreigners, 
America scrupulously refrained from asking for 
any share whatever, and today we do not hold a 
square inch of Chinese territory (with the excep-.. 
tion of land occupied by a few of our goverment 
buildings, such as the American legation at 
Peking). Nor have wea single exclusive right 
On the other - 
hand we have continually stood out against any 
infringement of the sovereign rights of China or 
her territorial disintegration. In 1900, when 
we had been forced into a more active Far 
Eastern policy by the acquisition of the Philip- 
pine and Hawaiian Islands, John Hay voiced 
the famous ““Open Door”’ policy, declaring it 
to be the purpose of the United States to “ seek 
a solution which may bring about permanent 


safety and peace to China, preserve Chinese 


territorial and administrative entity, protect all 


rights guaranteed to friendly powers by treaty 


and international law, and safeguard for the world 
the principal of equal and impartial trade with all 
parts of the Chinese Empire.” 

In lending our support, for the protection 
of Chinese sovereign rights and territoria! in- 
tegrity we have won her deepest gratitude. And 
this gratitude will not be lost in a moment, for 
the Chinese are just as slow to forget a kindness 
as they are to forgive an injury. Since 1900 we 
have continued to attract her good will. When 
China paid us our share of the Boxer Indemnity 
for lives of our nationals lost during the upris- 
ing, we handed $11,000,000 of it back to her, 
on the condition that it be set aside for the 
establishment and maintenance of a college for 
the new type of Chinese scholar who is anxious 
to bring China out of its isolation and into the 
family of nations. This, the Tsinghau College, 
situated just outside of Peking near the Summer 
Palace ot Empress Dowager. fame, has a four 
year curriculum on a plan with those of many 
similiar institutions in the United States, and 
includes a teaching staff of eighteen American 
professors. After a thorough course in the arts 
and sciences in this school, about fifty of the 
highest graduates are sent every year to take 
post-graduate courses in some of the best un-

iversities of America. A number of these 
students will be found to-day making splendid 
records at Columbia University, Harvard and 
Illinois, in law, medicine, engineering and the 
like. These American-trained students return to 


and gratitude for the act which made possible 
their Occidental learning. By the almost un- 
canny system which exists in China of spreading 
information, good things are told about us along 
the highways and byways, and a very effective 
propaganda is set at work in favor of the Ameri- — 
can name. In this and a dozen other ways we 
have won their favor. They appreciate the 
wonderful work of the China Medical Board of 
the Rockefeller Foundation, which has set aside 
millions of dollars for the establishment of 
hospitals and the training of Chinese medical 
students. The better enlightened are grateful 
also for the many humanitarian undertakings of 
our people there, such as the relief offered to 
the millions rendered homeless and starving by 
the awful flood of 1917, and the efficient work 
done by our doctors who helped to gain control 
of the plague which threatened the country last | 
year. The American missionaries, though some- 


_ times criticized for trying to force upon the Chi- 


nese a religion not as good as their own, have 
spread the English language, have raised the 
standard of the women of China, and have 


introduced sanitation and cleanliness throughout 
the country. The American Minister at Peking 
has long been valued by the Chinese Foreign 
Office as a loyal friend to be trusted and advised 
with, and the President of China is never with- 
out an American political and legal adviser close 
at hand. The constitution of the new republic 
has been fashioned after our own, and they try 
to follow us in political ideals. It was through 
our influence that China came into the world 
war on the side of the Allies, and it is to us that 
they have turned to help them out of the civil war 
which is at present preventing the progress 
which may be expected as soon as the new re- 
public finds itself. They believe in us because 
our thoughts and aims appeal to their sense of 
justice, and no people value justice more highly 
than the Chinese. It is a cardinal point of both 
the Buddhist religion and the Confucian system 
of ethics. | 

We have therefore won and enjoy the high 
respect and admiration of the Chinese, a good 
name for fair and efficient dealing, and a reputa- 
tion for putting out some of the best goods in 
the world. This advantage of which we find 
ourselves possessed in the beginning is one which 
we may cultivate and retain by reasonable 
foresight in.our business undertakings in China, 
and a sensible and consistent government policy 
on the part of our servants at Washington ; or 
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it is one which by blunders, vacillations, or 
indifference we may lose. Other nations have 
concrete advantages in China. Unfortunately, 
or fortunately, through indifference, lack of 
foresight, or high motives, as you will, we have 
the good will of the buying and the selling 
ublic. The next important thing is to keep it. 
We can do this by sending out to China the 


goods they want, packed as they want them, and © 
delivered when they want them. Wecan do 


it by the following up of our many “commercial 
investigations,” and extravagant talk about the 
possibilities of the country, with careful, but 
definite, financial investments and the establish- 
‘ment of industrial enterprises. It is important, 
too, that the men who are sent out there to 
handle our business interests should be selected 
with care. They should be men of the highest 
type only, not the adventurers and the sightseers, 
but the farseeing, purposeful men who make 


their business their first interest, and who will 
maintain the same caliber of work and the same — 


standards as we expect of them at home. Ina 
word they should be men whom we shall be 


“proud to have judged as representative Ameri- 


cans. Every man sent out who can not stand 
this test, even though he be in the most insignifi- 
cant clerical position will work against us. 

Probably most important of all in keeping 
China’s favor now is the policy followed by our 
government at Washington. It will no longer 
be the — which we promise there, but the 
things which we actually do. Wecan no more 
retain the respect of the Chinese than the respect 
of ourselves by announcing a policy and then 
having to recede from it. Uedierestasety on three 
separate occasions the faith of the Chinese in our 


ability to stand by an unexpressed purpose has 


recently been shaken. In 1913 the American 
bankers who had joined in the Six Power Loan 
for the purpose of assisting China in the re- 


organization of her finances, were forced by the 


United States government to withdraw. In this 
the Chinese may have appreciated our motive, 


but they doubted our firmness. In 1917 came. 


the bomb-like appearance of the Lansing-Ishii 
Note, without warning and without explanation. 
It appears to recognize, on the part of the United 
States, the “ special interest’ of Japan in certain 


arts of China. The Chinese cannot fail to 


, lieve that this is indirect contradiction to our 
much boasted of policy of eliminating special 
spheres of interest in China and maintaining the 


“open door.’ And now comes the recent 


accession by our delegates at the Peace Con- 
ference to the Japanese demands for the retention 
of the Chinese port of Tsingtau, formerly held 


_ by Germany on a forced lease from China.. This 


must be felt by the Chinese as a vital blow to her 
territorialintegrity. Weighty as must have been 
the considerations which induced the American 
delegates to accede to the Japanese requests or 
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threats, American business in the Far East will 
very quickly feel the effects of this act unless 
some good and sufficient explanation is made to 
China. Some idea of the resentment which has 
already taken expression in China may be gained 
from the following extract from a letter addressed 
by The Compradores’ Association (Chinese) at 
Tientsin to the American Chamber of Commerce 
and others: | | | 

“Considering China’s foreign trade, there 
exists the most intimate relations between your 
body and ours, both collectively and individually. 
We share together its prosperity and suffer in 
common from its depression. Should we allow 
the present condition, with respect to Shantung 
to remain uncorrected, the prestige which 1s 


enjoyed by the Western merchants in China will. 


be seriously endangered. 


Furthermore, Japan’s sinister greediness 
for Chinese market economic rights and territory 
having, by this decision, been not only unchecked 


but encouraged, she will in the future, as she 


does now, seek to make herself mistress of the 
Orient. The spirit exhibited by her at the Paris 
Conference foreshows the spirit which will here- 
after dictate her policy in the Far East. On the 
other hand, the Chinese people, greatly dis- 
appointed and provoked by the decision made 
at Paris, are bound to react to such a degree 
that the consequences of their reaction upon the 
foreign traders in this country will be simply 
incalculable and enormous.” 


Yet it is not inevitable that we have lost 
the favor of the Chinese, even by this latest 
step. If the decision of ourdelegates was formed 
in the highest motives, after due deliberation, it 
can be explained, and we must look to ‘that 
explanation to re-establish ourselves. They 
have believed in us to the last, and they are slow 


to change an opinion once formed. It took usa 


generation to establish a reputation m China; 


let us see to it that it is not lost in a single 


administration.— From the National Marine, New

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Who’s Who in China 


Mr. H. K. Kwong 


Mr. H. K. Kwong, the popular secretary of the 
Kiangnan Dock and Engineering Works, was born on 
December 13, 1892 in Canton, Kwangtung. After secur- 
ing his preliminary education in Canton and Shanghat 
he entered St. John’s University, Shanghai, in 7907. ; 

In 1909 he obtained the government scholarship 
established with the returned indemnity fund, being second 
tn the competitive examinations held for Chinese students 
to be sent to the United States on that fund. 

Upon arriving in Americain 1910, he entered Andover 
Academy_and stayed there for a year. He was admitted 
to Princeton University in 29:1 and received his degree 
of Litt. B in 1974. He had the distinction of being the 
first Chinese to graduate from Princeton. 

While in college, he was popular and was identified 


with many college activities. He served on the “Daily ~ 


Princetonian” as editor between 1972 and 1914, being the 
first foreigner ever appointed on the editorial board of the 
Princetonian. He was a member of the Key and Seal 
Club, which is a substitute for the Greek letter fraternity 
in Princeton, where the latter is prohibited. During his 
juntor year, Mr. Kwong was also on the staff of the 
Springheld Republican, 

After graduating from Princeton Mr. Kwong spent a 
year at the Columbia University Graduate School, special- 
ssing in economics. He was editor-in-chief of the “Chinese 
Students’ Monthly,” the official organ of the Chinese 
students in North America, in 1915 he served as Chinese 
delegate to the International Press Conference held in 
connection with the Panama Exhibition in 
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In the fall of 179%5 Mr. Kwong joined the Columbia 
School of Journalism and received his degree in 1916, 
During the year he was president of the Chinese Students’ 
Alliance. 

In the fall of 7916 Mr. Kwong returned to China and 
became assistant editor of the Peking Gazette, Peking, a 
position he held for a year. He then accepted a post as 
professor of English and later was lecturer on Inter- 
nationai Law at Tsing Hua College. 

In 1918 Mr. Kwong returned to Shanghai and was 
appointed secretary of the — Dock and Engineer- 
ing Works. 

Mr. Kwong is identified with many national move- 
ments, being one of the organisers of the Society for 
Constructive Endeavor and a prominent member of the 
Western Returned Students’ Union. 


Mr. Chu Shen Minister of Justice and Interior 
( RR) 


Chu Shen who ts now Chinese Minister of Justice 
and concurrently holding the position of the Minister of 
the Interior, is comparatively a young man. He is now 
forty-one years of age. | 

Born at Yungchinghsien in the province of Chihli, 
Mr. Chu, after having completed his studies in Chinese 
schools in Tientsin and Peking, went to Japan to study 
law. In a few years he graduated with the degree of 

Upon his return to China, Mr. Chu practised law. 
His public career however commenced in August of "912 
when he was appointed Acting Chief Procurator of the 
Local Procurator in Peking.

The Rome-Tokio flight of the Italian govern- 
ment will start the latter part of December or the 
first of January, according to official report received 
in Shanghai. Seven or eight planes are to make the 
trip which is estimated at eleven flying days to Tokio 
and eight to Shanghai—a flying day being taken as. 
seven to eight hours in the air. Gabriel D’Annunzio, — 
the Italian poet-soldier, recently in the public eye 
because of his expedition to Fiume, will participate in 
the journey, it is said. The route to be taken is: 
Rome, Brindisi, Salonika, Adalia, Aleppo, Bagdad, 
Bassora, Bender Abbas, Karachi, Delhi, Benares, 
Calcutta, Rangoon, Bankok, Hanoi, Canton, Foochow, 
Shanghai, Tsingtao, Peking, Taiku, Osaka, Tokio,

A Historical Sketch of the World’s Chinese 
Students’ Federation | 


At this juncture when the Chinese students are — 


assuming a role of grave responsibility in the transitional 
developments of a vast new republic that is struggling 
to reach the goal of true democracy, a historical sketch 
of the World’s Chinese Students’ Federation is evident- 
ly of timely interest. It was on the first on July 1905 
that the Federation came into existence. In the even- 
ing of that memorable day the inaugural meeting was 
held in the meeting room of the Y. M. C. A. where 
a large gathering of prominent educationalists met in 
response to the invitation of Dr. T. H. Lee, author of 
the plan of organising the World’s Chinese Students’ 
Federation. The main feature of the meeting was the 
impressive address delivered by the future president 


who made an eloquent appeal in support of the raison - 


d’etre of the new Federation. After reviewing the 
history of China since the advent of Europeans and 
Americans, the speaker brought home to the audience 
the dangers which beset China and proved that the 
salvation of the nation must be sought from her student 
body who were, however, not co-ordinating the efforts 


on account of their scattered forces but who would be © 
able to promote the welfare of their country if there 


was an organisation to bind them together, to give them 


light and encouragement, and to enable them to render | 
- mutual aid. On July 6th the second meeting was held 


and the proposed Constitution prepared by a special 
committee was read and approved. The executive 
committee was elected, with Dr. T. H. Lee, as pre- 
sident. At this meeting no less than §1 persons 
signified their desire to become members of the Federa- 
tion. Near the end of July premises at the corner of 


Burkill and Chengtu Roads were leased for headquarters: 


of the Federation. Here the first quarterly meeting 
was held, followed by a concert which was a great 
social and financial success. 

The aim of the World’s Chinese Students’ 
Federation is to promote better understanding and 


closer sympathy among Chinese students all over . 


the world. Honorary Membership is intended for 
those who have performed meritorious services to 
the country or to the association. The list 
of members includes such distinguished men as 
Dr. Wu Ting-fang, Admiral San Cheng-ping, the late 


Dr. Jeme Tien-yew and Dr. F. L. Hawks Pott. Life — 


membership is intended for those who donate a sum of 
$200 or more for the maintenance and development of 
the Federation. The list of life members includes such 
prominent men as Hon. Tong Shao-yi, Dr. C. C. 
Wang, Dr. Sao-ke, Alfred Sze, Hon. Chang Chien, 
Admiral Tsai Ting-kan, Messrs. F. M. San, M. Y. 
Chung, Y. M. Chien and Hon. Yang Tcheng. Sustain- 
ing memberships and ordinary memberships are 
intended for those who are interested in the welfare of 
the Federation and who pay annually the sums of $25 
and $8 respectively. The association is managed by a 
board of directors consisting of 15 members, and a 
general secretary. The board of directors mests once 
monthly.

Its membership campaigns—that of 1919 is the 
gth of the kind—have been rendered necessary by 
reason of its lack of endowment funds. The response 
has always been very liberal. Dr. Wu Ting-fang and 
Dr. C. T. Wang, did real feats in the first and fourth 
membership campaigns respectively. President Hsu 
Shih-chang has made a personal donation of $1,000 
to the Federation.

The China-for-Christ Movement Now Under 
Chinese Control 


At the last meeting of the conference of the 
China-for-Christ movement at which delegates from 
all parts of China were present, during December 
16-20 the Chinese delegates passed resolutions which 
put the movement under Chinese control. It is expected 
that the new movement will be headed by Dr. Cheng 
Ching-yu, assisted by a Chinese secretary and under 
Chinese leadership will be very modest in its beginning, 
gaining headway however and enthusiastic support in 
time, being backed by the Chinese rather than by 
foreigners. A Committee of Chinese will be appointed 
by David Z. T. Yui, general secretary of the National 
Y. M. C. A. and Chairman of the Conference, and the 
Executive Committee of the China Continuation Com- 
mittee. The complex problem presented at this con- 
ference with all the various reports being submitted, in 
which so many Chinese and foreign delegates became 
involved, prompted the Chinese to take the surprising 
step of putting the China-for-Christ movement on a 
sound basis and taking it under control. Mr. Yui 
stated the declared purpose of the Chinese delegates 
in presenting these recommendations to give expression 
to their belief in four things : | 

(1) Any successful China-for-Christ Movement 
must be distinctly and primarily Chinese. 

(2) It will be futile to launch a movement which 
has not the heartiest support of the churches in China 
in addition to that of foreign mission societies. 
| (3) If the objective is to-be realised, and China 
really won for Christ, a practicable plan must be 


_ adopted, and a beginning made im a small way as soon 


as possible, looking forward to the securing of greater 
financial aids as the movement develops. 

(4) No movement has a chance for success un- 
less it is backed by a really united church, 
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Visiting Bankers Entertained by American

officers of the Asiatic fleet of the United States Navy, 
at the Columbia Country Club, Shanghai, on Thursday 


night, December 18. Admiral Albert Gleaves, Com- 


mander-in-chief of the United States Asiatic Fleet, 
also spoke praising the work of the officers and men of 
the United States cruiser and army transport fleet during 
the recent war. | 
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Mr. Stone emphasized the resources of China, 
particulary those of an agricultural nature, and also the 
possibilities of arousing the people of Chinato the 
raising of these to make the country one of the world’s 
greatest industrial and commercial nations. He urged 
a greater publicity of the opportunities offered by 
China and in America and asserted the willingness of 
American capital to. work hand in hand with the 
Chinese in the future developments. 


The future will see the world’s center of com- 

merce transferred from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
Captain Dollar declared, and keen competition will 
result between nations for the trade of the Far East. 
The United States, he said, is beginning to awaken to 
the existence of the Orient as a vast trade field and 
Americans are no longer ignorant of the geography 
and native products of the countries of the East.

The ‘Yangtzepoo Social 


Center

The higher the civilization of a nation, the more- 


complex of human society it wili be. The great European 
War is certainly not the last war on the battlefield ; the 
peace conference in Versailles is certainly not the last 
conference in the human history. As long as human 
desire is not satished, war will never be brought to 
end. What then shall we do with this question? Shall 
we allow this killing business to go on, or devise some 
method to remedy this horrible situation? The present 
society is abnormal, therefore we must bring it into 
peaceful adjustment. Where and how can we attain 


this social adjustment? Let all of us think of it for a 


moment. Before I answer this question, I wish to tell 
you something in regard to America which is the step- 
ping-stone to social adjustment. The South End 


~ house and Hull House have done wonderful work there. 


Every-one, however, should bear in mind South End 
House and Hull House are not the only institutions in 
America. There are hundreds of these. If you open 
the “* Handbook of Settlements,” you will know that 
it is true. They are helping Americans to secure 
social adjustmeat. This is what Yangtzepoo Social 
Center is trying to do in China. Social Center is a 
term quite foreign to Chinese, but by all means we 
want to make it familiar to them, in order that we can 
carry out our work more effectively. e 

This Center was founded in 1917 as the laboratory 


of the Department of Sociology of Shanghai College. — 
Prof. D. H. Kulp was the head of the department. At... 


present this Center is totally different from what it was 
two years ago. Now the number of workers have been 
increased to eighteeen people, both mef and women, 
Chinese and foreigners. Prof. D. H. Kulp sailed to 
America on furlough last July and Dr. J. B. Webster is 
now taking his place. In the following paragraphs 
you will find what the Yangtzepoo Social Center is 
working towards. | 
Work in the Center may be roughly divided into 
three types, namely, educational, hospital and social. 
All activities are made as practical as possible as Yang- 
tzepoo is an industrial section. People are working in 
the mills, and they live from hand to mouth. Nothing 
is charged except several dollars tuition in the school. 
Center may run a free school, but we doubt very 


much whether a free school -will do them real good. - 
_ Center has run three schools; boy school and girl 


school in day time and adults school for workers at 
night. The enrollment of the boy school this term is 
95; girl school, 28; night school, 285. The total 
enrollment of this term is over four hundred. Direct 
method is used in the schools and we wish to furnish 
them with the first class instruction, When they leave 
here, they may make use of what they have learned 
in the schools. 
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The hospital was opened just a few months ago. 
It is supported by nine mills and three companies in 
Yangtzepoo. Dr. W. G. Hiltner is the advisor of the 
hospital. Dr. J. S. Shen, graduate of Nanking Medical 
course, is the hospital physician. The hospital has 
also got three splendid nurses from Kiukiang Danford 
Hospital. Up to the present more than four hundred 
cases have been reported and in the hospital has provided 
good service to patients. Everything is_ ideally 
arranged. ‘Those who have been in the hospital for 
some days, feel, very satisfied of all our arrangements. 
It is no doubt that the hospital has helped these mill- 
workers enormously. 

In regard to the social end of it, lots of activities 
can be gathered. For the sake of conciseness of the 
report, following eight points may be mentioned. — 

1. Investigation. | 

The first hand survey has been completed. All 
data 1s collected on the assemble sheets. The survey — 
covered the territory of three square miles. _ 

2. Reading Room. | 

In the reading-room the average attendance 
everyday is more than one hundred. At present we 
have Chinese daily newspapers and one foreign daily 
newspaper. Besides these, many good monthly and 
weekly magazines are put on the shelves. 7 

3. Playground. | | 

On the play ground many necessary apparatus 
are equipped. People can go there and have oppor- 
tunity to play inside, . 

4. Employment Bureau. | 

We opened this bureau simply for the sake of 
poor people in Yangtzepoo who cannot find jobs for 
themselves. 

5. Visiting Nurse. 

In China many social movements are not known 
by the public—visiting nurse is one of them. Center 
has had a visiting nurse beginning from last January. 
Lots of money has been put in for this work. 

6. Social Meetings. , 

Meetings of various natures were held in the 
hall. Every time the hall was flooded with crowds, 
both old and young men and women. These meet- 
ings are held at night beginning from 7 to 9g p.m. 
Sometimes we have lantern slide shows sometimes 
musical meetings, and sometimes speeches by well- 


_ known speakers in Shanghai. 


The above reports are the general activities 
which Center handles now. It is a pioneer institution. 
Robert A. Woods, a well-known social worker in 
America visited the Center a few days ago, and he 
gave a speech to the whole staff inthe Center. He 
clearly pointed out that the Center is the first one in 
China, and many social Centers like this one will be 
established during the coming twenty years. He en- 
couraged the staff to stick to difficulties, financial as 
well as others, that confront them all the time. Bit 
by bit, the situation is gradually improving. At the 
present time, we have achieved so much. We hope 
that people who live in Shanghai, and who are 
interested in this social movement in China, will 
cooperate with us in the future. The day will come 


that Shanghai will-be one of the leading and ideal 


cities in the Far East. Furthermore, one Center 
is not enough, and we hope that other people will do 
likewise in other places. All should work at one 
aim—social betterment. If so, harmony and adjust- 
ment will certainly rule China not far from now. 
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Chinese Baby Clothes

Chinese babies wear three kinds of dresses, the 
old fashioned, the stylish, and the ordinary ones. 

The old fashioned ones are only used by 
those who want to be peculiar from the rest or 
those whose parents are extraordinarily conservative. 
This kind of dress is showy, useful and expensive. It 
is showy because it is made of bright, gorgeous 
coloured silk threads; besides it must be embroidered 
with golden, silver, or any kind of shining colored 
silk threads. 
are some beautiful flowers, bamboo leaves water, cloud, 
raindrops, deer, honey bees or the character which 
means “long life.” Sometimes the colors of these 
designs are fixed in such good taste that it is just like a 


painting on silk. The dress is expensive because it takes — 


a long time to make one and it needs so much embroidery. 

The baby’s dress is not proportionate to the body of 
the baby, because it is much larger. For instance, the sle- 
eves are larger than the arms and the body of the dress is 
larger than the body of ababy. It is made of three pieces 
of cloth. The dress for the girls and boys is just the 
same except the boy’s is longer. 
the ankle while the other goestothe knee. The baby’s 
trousers come down tothe ankle. Their stockings are 
short and made of one piece of cotton cloth. In order 
not to let the short stockings slip down they use an 
inch wide strip of silk cloth to wrap around the lower 
part of the trousers with the upper part of the stockings. 

The babies who wear the stylish dress are children 
of the parents who have received their education abroad, 
so they have the foreign taste to dress up their children. 
The stylish dress may be said to be purely foreign 
fashioned. Their clothes are not gorgeous coloured as 
the old fashioned but are of the light colors such as 
white caps, white shoes, pink, light blue or cream 


coloured dress.. They have no embroidery with the 


exception of those made of Chinese silk. The most 
common of all the dresses is the ordinary ones. They 
are worn by ninety-nine per cent of the babies in 
Shanghai. There are some improvements and changes 
of the old fashion; they take some things out of the 
stylish, so they are semi-old fashioned and semi-stylish.

Co-operation With the Chinese 
From the ** London and China Express” 


In the course of an article contributed to The Times 


_ Weekly Trade Supplement, Professor Middleton Smith 


remarks: The writer has frequently advocated co- 
operation with the Chinese in industrial work in 
But there are difficulties which must not be 
ignored, It is essential that the administration of any 
new enterprise should be in the hands of the British, or 
there will be endless delay, difficulties of finance and 
other causes of friction. Let us take the case of an 
electric light concern. It is useless to overlook the 


- fact that the Chinese directors will wish to purchase 


the plant from the firm who will give them the best 
commission. They will be almost indifferent to the 
quality of the machinery. They will, of course, know 
nothing about the technical details; if they employ a 
consulting engineer they will be far more influenced by 
the offers of some selling agent than by their own 
expert’s advice. There is no doubt that British trade 
in China will be increased if the Chinese are interested 
financially in the projects. But it is useless, and foolish, 
to ignore history and experience. The writer has had 
many talks with Chinese officials, including those now 
in London and the general impression that he has 
obtained, and he confesses it reluctantly, is that the 
Chinese official expects too much. He usually has an 
exaggerated idea of the value of his own efforts in any 
matter of co-operation. In the past the merchants of 
China have conducted their business with the British 


to the mutual benefit of both nations. But the 
difficulties of extending the trade have been invariably 
due to the Chinese officials. Even amongst the Chinese 
gentlemen from Paris, now in London, there is fixed 
the idea that Great Britain should act philanthropically 
towards China, and that only the Chinese point of view 
should be taken into account. It is seldom that Chinese 
officials recognise the splendid educational work which 
the British have carried out in China. For, after all, 
the British were the pioneers of Western education in 
that part of the world. Unless the early records. have 
been searched in vain, it was a British merchant named 
Matheson and a British missionary named Morrison 
who were the pioneers of English education in China, 
in the days of Canton “hongs.” Of late there has. 
been a cry about eliminating the merchant. A number 
of hard things have been said about the merchant; no 
doubt some of them were quite deserved. But let us 
have no illusions about the British merchant in China. 
He is not about to disappear. He has done most 
valuable pioneer work, and he does know his own 
business. The ‘acid test” of that is his success. 
Like the rest of his countrymen in all parts of the 
world, the British merchant in China is apt to grow 
more and more conservative, especially when he finds 
himself becoming more and more successful. But he © 
does know his own job. After all, the chiefs of the 
big merchant houses in London connected with the 
China trade are men who have spent most of their lives | 
in China. They know something about the Chinese, 
even if they are not always, as they should be, able to 
speak the language. In the great world-wide struggle 
for survival which goes on in trade, as in Nature, those 
who fail to adjust themselves will disappear. That has 
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already happened in the history of British trade in 
China. But let us have no illusions about the mental 
calibre of some of the British merchants connected 
with that country. They are keen and very active. 
And they have at their disposal most valuable 
experience of a type of trade that is of a very special 
character. 


Taxation and Representation in Shanghai 
From the ‘‘Sin Wan Pao’’ ( Chinese) 

The very fact that payment. of taxes and repre- 
sentation go hand in hand to all civilised countries, is 
sufficient to’justify the claim of the Chinese business 
community (in Shanghai) for representation on the 
municipal bench. The majority of ratepayers are 
Chinese ; the majority of the residents in the Interna- 
tional Settlement are Chinese. 
have a voice in framing the laws and regulations by 
which they are governed? Equity forbids! This 
explains the wave of unprecedented enthusiasm over 
the unanimous demand for municipal powers. 
We have three hopes in regard to the issue at 
stake: (a) the merchants who said, “ No rest without 
municipal rights” should back up their verbal pledge 
by the constancy of their actions; (b) Yang Tcheng, 
as Commissioner of Foreign Affairs, having promised 
his ardent support, should not allow anything to 
slacken his efforts; (c) the foreign community should 
generously support the Chinese in a sacred cause which 
cannot but lead to the development of the friendship 


between China and the foreign Powers and, also, all 


the general improvement of conditions in the Settle- 
ment. 


Should not the Chinese 


The Voice of the Chinese People 
From the ** Sin Wan Pao*’ ( Chinese) 
That the series of mass meetings of citizens up 


and down the country is a demonstration of the 


will of the people is obvious even to the casual 
observer of current events in this country. Some 


are rather doubtful as to the durability of the 


patriotic impressions which these meetings produce, 
We are of the opinion that the meetings have served 
one admirable purpose ; they have shown the advantage 
of acting in unison. This appreciation of the spirit of 
union will lead the people to back up their meetings 
by sustained efforts in other directions. However, it 
may not be legally correct to say that these mass meet- 
ings are organs for the expression of the will of the 
people. But at the same time organs which are recog- ~ 
nised as those which should voice the wishes of the 
people are far from being in earnest over the issue 
which is stirring up the whole country. We find, for 
example, that in the House of Representatives at 
Peking, the sessions are often delayed by the lack of a 
quorum. Perhaps the Peking Parliament is after all 
not an organ of the will of the people. If so, why 
should it be allowed to exist in the capital ? 


Chinese Oppose Japanese Government Not 


People 
From the ‘* Chung Hua Hsin Pao” ( Chinese) 

We love our students and hence we give them 
our most sincere advice which we hope they will take 
to heart. They should not ferget that their way is 
beset with difficulties and opposition from many 
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sources, whatever might be said of their fine spirit of 
patriotism (1) Let them not antagonise the merchants 
but cooperate with them with sympathy and patience. 
This is essential to the success of the boycott. (2) 
Let them maintain strict order in all things so that 
none of their movements may be described as being 
disorderly. (3) Let them remember that it is the 
Japanese government’s bad policy that we resist and 
not the Japanese people themselves. Hence all trouble 
with the Japanese should be studiously avoided. 

Shanghai Lack of Traffic Regulations

Cases of motor car accidents with occasional fatal 
results are of frequent occurrence. Pedestrians and 


richshaw coolies are at the mercy of reckless chauffeurs. 


Even travelling on the sidewalk is no absolute guarantee 
against accidents. What a scandal in this so called 
model settlement! It is a foregone conclusion that as 


long as light penalties, such as the trivial sum of $50 — 


as the price of a lost life are imposed, things will not 
improve. The outcry against this weak spot of 
municipal administration shows that further tolerance 


~ js not to be expected. Our merchants and officials 


should handle this question energetically and urge the 
municipal authorities to take prompt action in order 


that this menace to safe traffic may be remedied with-— 


out delay. | 


Strikes in China for Patriotic Reasons

_ There have been two strikes in schools recently, 


. that on the part of the students in connection with 
—$timulating the boycott movement and that of the 


teachers in the schools at Peking who ate agitating for 
the payment of their salaries which are in arrears. In 
both cases the strikes are different from strikes as the 
term is generally understood inthe West. In Western 
nations strikes are resorted to for the express purpose 
of seeking better economic conditions. ‘The students 
went on strike for motives springing entirely from 
patriotism. The teachers of Peking are asking for 
something to which they were perfectly entitled, 
namely, their pay which they have earned by actual 
services rendered. They also demand that in future 
they should not be paid in notes which are not in 
circulation for their face value, which again is a very 


reasonable request. They are not asking for more 
pay, but they are simply trying to revive the status quo 


ante. 


Japanese Trade Mark Law 


and Infringements 
ARTICLE II (Continued) 


THE APPLICABILITY OF THE LAW OF TRADE MARKS 
AND UNFAIR COMPETITION TO CHINA 


BY R. T. BRYAN, JR. 

Protection of American Trade Marks against 
Chinese infringers is a comparatively simple matter as 
compared with protection against other nationals in 
China. The reason for this is extraterritoriality which 
makes foreign nationals subject to the laws of their 
respective governments and not to the laws of China, 
This leaves the law of trade marks a veritable wilder- 
ness of technicalities and a trade mark proprietor to 
get absolute protection must comply with the laws of 
all countries having treaties with China providing for 
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extraterrritoriality. Perhaps the worst trade mark 
pirates in the Orient are the Japanese and it will 
accordingly be worth our while to examine briefly the 
Japanese law relating to trade marks. 


At least fifty percent of the infringements in 
China are of Japanese origin and innocent Chinese 
dealers are very often made the cats’ paws of fraudulent 
Nipponese merchants. It has been but a short while 
since the Pond’s Extract Company obtained an in- 
junction against some Chinese dealers enjoining them 
from selling imitation Pond’s Extract Vanishing 
Cream. After the judgment was rendered one of the 


defendants who was a Chinese employed a Japanese 


lawyer to make a motion for a re-hearing on the 
ground that he had bought the goods from Japanese 
and was accordingly exempt from liability. It is need- 
less to say that the motion was denied. 


The Japanese seem to have quite a good deal of — 


jurisprudence on this™tnteresting as well as important 
branch of the law. Registration in Japan is not a con- 
dition precedent to protection although it is advisable 
as a means of giving notice of ownership to the public. 
The principles of unfair competition seem to be very 
well advanced in Japan. In a leading work on 
Japanese Trade Marks is found this statement; 
‘© Under the new trade mark law of Japan, a mark is 
forbidden registration, which is identical with, or 
similar to any already known to the public and employed 


for the same class of goods in that country. This 


provision is intended to put a stop,’so far as possible, 
to attempts upon the part of applicants to register trade 
marks which belong to others. Under this clause, 


owners of trade marks known in the country but not 


yet registered may oppose an attempt to register 
their trade mark by another. It is possible for foreign 
owners of trade marks to communicate their marks-to 
the Japanese Patent Office, so as to give notice to that 
office of the fact that the marks are known and used 


in Japan, and thereby to forestall in a measure the 


attempt of anyone else to register these or similar 
marks. The Japanese Patent Office has shown its 
evident desire to protect such owners of trade marks 


by providing a form in which such information may be 
given, to wit: in a communication setting forth that — 


the house has, during several years, used its marks 
upon the Japanese market, giving the date when for 
the first time the mark was introduced into Japan, with 
the exhibits proving this date, names and addresses of 
houses with whom trade has been conducted in Japan, 
a statement of the quantity and value of the importa- 
tions yearly into Japan and any other evidence, 


exhibits or commercial papers to prove that the mark 


is well known in that country. At the same time thei 
director of the Patent Office advises, as the proper 


method of obtaining protection for a trade mark, that 


it be registered under the law rather than that reliance be 
put upon the prevention of its registration by any other. 


_ The provisions of this law appear to have been 
given a retroactive effect. Thus, in the year 1903, a 


Japanese registered as his own trade mark “ Monarch 
of the Oaks.” An attempt was made to annul the 
mark, but it was claimed that under Article 10 of the 
old law, under which it was registered more than three 
years having elapsed since the registration, the mark 
could not be cancelled. The judge held, however, that 
the foreign mark was well known since 1900 in Japan 


, upon goods imported under mark, and decided that the 
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mark of the Japanese should be cancelled. Like 
decisions appear to have been rendered in favor of 
several other foreign marks.” 

“We quote the substance of a communication 
from the Director of the Japanese Patent Bureau, 
relative to the rejection of trade marks applied for, when 
the marks are known to belong to others than the 
applicants, or to resemble the marks of such other 
person : 

“In consequence of the coming into operation of 
the new Japanese trade mark law on the first of 
November, a mark known to the public to belong to a 
certain person now receives an indirect protection under 
Article 2 (§) which prohibits the registration of marks 
identical with, or similar to marks belonging to an- 
other person, which are well known to the public, and 
are used on the same kinds of goods. While the 
advisability of obtaining the registration of trade marks 
remains undiminished under the new law, the owner of 
the unregistered trade mark, should he desire to enjoy 
the benefit of the provision referred to, must make it 
clear that his mark is well known to the public, and in 
order to establish this fact it is not sufficient to say 
that a specimen is filed at the Japanese Patent Office. 
Accordingly, in sending specimens of unregistered 
British trade marks to that office, it is now highly 


desirable to state where and how long the marks have’ 


been used, and to give any other particulars establishing 
the fact that they are well known to the public.” 
(Trade Marks Journal, March 2, 1910, p.309) 

“ From this it is evident that the Japanese govern- 
ment is doing all that it can reasonably be expected to 
do, to discourage the practice of misappropriation of 
trade marks by unscrupulous traders. No doubt much 
of the agitation over the infringement of marks in 
Japan, and much of the reproach which has been 
heaped upon this country, arises from matters which 
the government was powerless to prevent, in view of 
the neglect of the rightful owners of the marks them- 
selves to register their marks, as provided by the 
law. When, through such neglect, the mark is mis- 
appropriated by an unscrupulous trader, the owner 
thereof suffers no more than the usual and appropriate 
penalty of his own neglect.” 

It is probable that manufacturers whose trade 
marks are infringed upon experience  suthcient 
difficulty in effecting the punishment of the infringer, 
even under the most favorable circumstances, a con- 
dition which makes it all the more important that they 
should omit no step that may assist their efforts in this 
direction. Efforts to prosecute the infringers, have, it 
is said, to a great extent, failed, owing to the peculiar 
views of the Japanese law officials, that one case 
of infringement is not sufficient evidence of violation 
of a trade mark. It seems that according to the 
Japanese view, there must be proof of continuous 
violation .and repeated sales of the offending goods 
before a conviction can be had of the party offending. 
A single sale of infringing goods and its subsequent 
production in evidence before the court, is said to be 
insufficient to procure the conviction of the 
offender.” | 

The status of the “Black and White’ whisky 
trade mark which has been the subject of litigation 
before the Japanese courts has reached a new and 
more gratifying phase in a recent decision of the 
Japanese Patent Office, which holds that the trade 


_ mark registered by the Japanese merchant, and which 
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appears to be that for the use of which he was pro- 
secuted, is void. Its cancellation was decreed. The 
trade mark of Buchanan and Co., as registered in 
Japan consisted of the words “ Scotch Whisky, Black 
and White Specially Selected for the House of 


- Commons,” followed by the name and address of the - 
company. The trade mark afterward registered by the 


Japanese infringer showed the same words, except that 


they were prefixed by the word “Old” and followed by 


the name and address of the Japanese registrant, while 
in the middle of the label was the representation of a 
bird with out-spread wings within a circle and a lion 
rampant on either side of the circle: The defendant 


claimed that this figure or emblem was sufficiently 


conspicuous to make his label easily distinguishable 
from that of Buchanan & Co. The Patent Office said, 


however, that on the whole it was evident that they 


were made from the same design, were idéntical in 
their prominent features, and could easily be mistaken 
at a distance one for the other. Accordingly, the 
cancellation of the latter mark was decreed. 

This decision gives point to the statement con- 
tained in a letter of the President of the Chamber of 
Foreign Commerce at Yokohama as to the best way of 
obtaining protection in Japan against trade mark 
infringers. In cases where both marks are registered, 
he advises that it is preferable to start a proceeding in 
the Patent Office rather than before the ordinary 
courts. The decision of the Patent Office is followed 
by the courts upon the question of resemblance between 
the marks when compared one with the other, or upon 
any other point litigated between the parties. The 
proceeding in the Patent Office establishes, therefore, 
both the right to the mark and the fact of infringement, 
and furnishes the basis for a criminal or civil action 
afterward, if the evidence produced will warrant it. 

Slight Protection Afforded Against Russian Infringers 

The law of Russia as well as her government is 

in a chaotic state. The little that the writer has been 


able to ascertain concerning Russian trade mark law is 
meager and inaccurate. Registration is a condition 


_ precedent to protection and no action may be filed 


without first having placed the trademark in dispute on 


: file with the proper officials. In La Propriete Ind., is 


found a very interesting case. It appears that there is 
produced in France a tonic wine under the name 
‘© Wine of Saint Raphael” which has an extensive 
sale both there and abroad. Inthe year 1896 a Russian 
firm arranged with one Gras domiciled at Saint Raphael 
in France to register in that country a trade mark, the 
essential feature of which was the words “ Wine of 
Saint Raphael” followed by the name of the depart- 
ment (Var) in which the town of Saint Raphael was 
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located. A company was then formed for the exploita- 
tion of the trade mark so registered under the name of 
the “Society for the Production of Wine of Saint 
Raphael (Var)” and under this name and mark the 
company began extensively to put out the product. 
The company, however, never had any vineyards 
at Saint Raphael nor any business there, and indeed the 
wines of that region were not of a character in any 
way suited to their purpose, because not in any way _ 
similar to’ the genuine wine of Saint Raphael, and 
therefore not capable of competing with it. The 
company did procure a wine somewhat similar from 
other sources and sold it extensively in Russia. ) 
_ In France the injured company was able to procure 
redress, obtaining the cancellation of the trade mark 
registered by Gras, and a judgment for ten thousand 
francs against the company. This relief was obtained 
in a judgment of the court of first instance at Marseilles 


under date of September, 1899, and was carried by 


appeal to the Court of Cassation, where it was affirmed 
in April 1905. | ie | 

It was found impossible, however, to execute this 
judgment in France, for the reason that the parties had 
never had any bonafide place of business in Saint 
Rephael and that the company defendent had entirely 
disappeared when the decision became final. ‘There- 
fore, the successful party addressed itself Russian to the 
courts for the purpose of their obtaining the relief 
which it was unable to obtain at home. Messrs. 
Kempner Bros. were still continuing in Russia to sell 
the offending product, in spite of the adverse decision 
of the French courts and in spite of the cancellation of 
their registration in that country. 

Upon the suit of the French company in February, 
1906, a judgment was rendered by the Commercial 
Court of Versovie, ordering the cancellation in Russia 
of the trade mark there registered by Gras and requir- 
ing the withdrawal from the market of all products 
bearing the offending mark. “This judgement was, how- 
ever, reversed in the following year upon the technical 
ground that the Russian mark was based upon a 
French registration other than that which had been 
‘cancelled in France and that this registration, although 
of a mark similar to that cancelled in France, was still 
in force. | | 

An appeal was then taken by the French com- 
pany to the Russian Senate, but its appeal was rejected 
in the year 1908, upon the ground that the only 
question to be decided was whether the French 
registrations upon which the Russian registration was 
based, was still in force and, this appearing to be the - 
case, no attack could be made upon the Russian 
registration. Thus, the injured company would have 
been put to the necessity of beginning over again in 
France after nine years, and seeking to obtain the 
cancellation of the remaining French registration, the 
existence of which had caused it difficulty. 

The matter was, however, brought to the atten- 
tion of the French Ambassador at St. Petersburg, it 
being pointed out to him that the wine sold under the 
name Saint Raphael by~Kempner Bros., was falsely 
marked as to its origin, for the reason that not only 
was it not produced at Saint Raphael, but that the 
wines there produced were of an entirely different 
character from the wine marketed under that name. 


' The matter thus came before the Medical Department 


of the Russian government, which instituted an invest-

ment at Varsovie, that when it was ready for the market 
they. succeeded by fraudulent means, in having it intro- 
duced into the custom houses and there marked with 
the usual marks indicating foreign origin. Thus 
marked, it was issued from the custom houses and sold 
to the 


These fraudulent practices having been bacicsiel: 
Messrs. Kempner Bros. found themselves in the hands 
of the. Russian police and were obliged to sign a 
declaration engaging themselves no longer to sell their 
wine under the name Saint Raphael nor to claim 
medicinal qualities for it and to cease from advertising 
that the bottles containing their wine bore the stamp of 
the French government, no authority for use of this: 
stamp having been obtained. 


Thus the French company, which through a 
narrow interpretation of the Russian law of trade marks 
had not succeeded in suppressing the infringement of 
its trade mark in the courts, was able, nevertheless to 
compel the offending party to desist from the wrongful 
acts done to its prejudice by invoking the provisions of 
the domestic law of the country, which forbade decep- 
tion as to the nature, quality of origin of merchandise 
placed upon the market, 


The law of trade marks and the principles of un- 
fair competition belong to one and the same branch of 
the law. ‘Uhe law of unfair competition does not exist 
in China and protection may be had only against coun- 
terfeiters and forgers. This, however, does not apply 
to nationals whose governments have treaties with 
China providing for extraterriioriality, and the protec- 


tion of trade marks. 


Trade Mark pirates should be 
forestalled by timely registration. This brings us to 
the next article namely “Infringement of Trade Marks.’

British Producers to Spend Millions i in 
| Advertising 

In order to reestablish their connections in the 
markets of the world and compete with the trade of 
other nationals, British manufacturers have been im- 
pressed with the necessity of wide advertising compaigns 
and millions are being appropriated for this purpose, 
according to a report made to the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce of the United States by 
Trade Commissioner Leonard B, Gary at London. 


The Manchester Velvet Association is planning a 
three-year $500,000 campaign to exploit the quality of 
Manchester-made velveteen. Other manufacturers are 
appropriating even larger sums and the announced 
scheme of placing the advertising will make a distribu- 
tion of the publicity over the entire world, centering 
at points in Europe and Asia where British trade was 


firmly established before the war. 


In this same connection, the Bureau" of Foreign 


and Domestic Commerce of the United States is making 


investigations of the advertising possibilities in various 


parts of the world in order to assist American manu- 


facturers in their publicity plans. Advertising is being 
recognized as a necessity in the sameng of foreign 
as well as domestic, trade. | 


New British Companies’ Order Produces 
Shanghai Sensation 


The British government in an order published in 
Shanghai last week announced a tightening up of their 
“China Companies” incorporation regulations that 
summarized are as follows: 

(1). No person, other than a British subject 
resident within the limits of this Order, shall act as 
managing director or in any position similar to that of 
managing director, or shall otherwise exercise general or 
substantial control of the business of a China 
Company. 

(2) If default i is made in compliance with this 
article the Company shall be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing $50 for everyday during which the default con- 
tinues, and every director and every manager of the 


Company who knowingly authorises or permits the 


default shall be liable to the like penalty. 
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(3) Failure to comply with the provisions of this 
article shall be a ground upon which’ an order’ for 
winding up the Company may be made by the Court. 

(4) This article shall come into force 60 days 
after the publication of this Order. 

Owing to the fact that there are in Shanghai a 
number of important corporations of British registra- 
tion, but which are owned and managed by Americans, 
the foregoing regulations produced a small sensation 
when published here. In some cases the sensation 
amounted almost to consternation, for if carried to it 
full extent the regulation will amount to the elimina- 
tion of Americans from these firms, or they will be 
forced to reincorporate under American law. Needless 
to say either of these methods of conforming to the 
regulation will entail serious consideration. Although 
there has been no fublication of the reasons for the 
drastic British change in policy, it is generally believed 
that the ordinance is aimed at the Germans who before 
the war availed themselves of the liberal incorporation 
provisions of the “ China Companies ”’ act. In respect 
to the endeavor to “entice, foreign capital to incor- 
porate under their laws, the American and British 
governments are practically reversing their position as 
pertained before the war. Hitherto it has been difficult 


for firms organized in the-Orient to incorporate under | 


American law. Now the American regulations have 
been adapted to China so that it is possible to in- 
corporate here under the regulations of the U.S. Court 
for China. In addition to this the American Chamber 
of Commerce of China is fathering a bill which has been 
introduced in both houses. of the American Congress 


_ that will provide a special federal incorporation law that 


will make it simple for companies organized in China 
to incorporate directly with the American government 
at Washington instead of incorporating under the 
various state or territorial laws as at present obtains. 
The new law while providing for nominal American 
control makes it comparatively easy for Chinese or 
other foreign capital to enter corporations organized 
under American law. The general effect of the 
new British regulation will be to popularize American 
corporations in the Orient, and this in spite of the 
fact that American companies are subject to the home 
corporation and income taxes. British companies in 
China do not have to pay the heavy income taxes to 
which their home firms are subject.

Commiercial and Financial Notes 


An increasing demand for caustic soda from the 
Far East is reported by the drugs and chemical section 
The American export 
shipments are expected to increase materially both to 
Europe and to the Orient. 


Rumors of an attempt to construct an electric 
railway in the city of Pootung, opposite Shanghai, is 
reported-in a recent issue of Commerce Reports. The 
capital of the company is said to be $1 $200,008 4 and 
the headquarters are to be in Peking. 


Analine dyes valued at $655,636 were cleared from 


_New York during September for various foreign coun- 


tries. Of this total $176,660 went to China, $149,- 
644 to Japan, and the remainder to one European and 
two South American nations, according to the New 
York ‘fournal of Cmmerce. 


The Commercial Pacific Cable Company is 
negotiating for a site in Japan for its new Pacific cable, 
according to George G. Ward, general manager. Mr. 
Ward also states that an additional line will be laid to 
Honolulu and the Midway and that his company has 
made an offer for the German cables mentioned in the 
Peace Treaty. 


China is planning to educate her farmers to modern 
methods, a foreign trade note from the New York 
Commercial says, and with that object in view is to 
have a demonstrating farm along her railways every 
fifty miles. Once the Chinese farmer practices up-to- 
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date farming, the journal declares, the high cost of 
living is sure to come down. 


American interests in Nome, Alaska, are reported 
to be establishing connections with Russian firms in 
Siberia. The business being done is on the basis of 
the old barter system, American manufactured goods 
being exchanged for furs and other raw products. The 
distance between Nome and Kamchatka, where most 
of the trade is centered is ten steaming hours or twenty 
hours by sailing vessels. One company is said to have 


done a $3,000,000 business with one schooner last year. . 


Enormous quantities of garters are sold in China 
and the market possibilities are said to be great, a 
recent issue of Commerece Reports declares. The type 
of garter which is worn by men in America is also 
popular with women in China, as they wear the short 
stockings and find men’s garters very useful. The 
men often wear the garters over their trousers, and 
women wear them in such a way that they are often in 
evidence. For this reason a fancy appearing garter is 
popular with the Chinese, an article that is showy, of 
bright color and comparatively cheap. oS 

A development company located at Lungkow, 
‘Shantung Province, it is said, realizing the hopelessness 
of railway communication with Weihsien, due to 


present political and economic conditions, has planned — 


to purchase fifty American motor trucks with a view 
to hauling the vast’ quantities of export produce and 
products to Lungkow for shipment abroad. This 
plan involves the cooperation of Peking authorities in 
road repairing and construction from Lungkow to 
Weihsein. The introduction of a motor truck trans- 
portation system will revolutionize the export trade of 
north central Shantung Province, and will make Lung- 
kow a serious competition with Chefoo for the import 
and export trade of this region. |

Kaifengfu-Honanfu (Peinlo) Line 


The Kaifengfu-Honanfu (Pienlo) Railway often called the 
Lunghai and Pienlo Line connects the main Shanghai-Tientsin 
lines*with the Peking-Hankow line. !t is 115 miles long and 
was financed principally by Franco-Belgian capital. 


This line joins the Peking-Tankow Railway at Chenchow and 
an_extension to Hsuchowfu on the Shanghai-Nanking-Tientsin 
line is contemplated. The line is franchised and has a capital 
of Mex. $17,270,595 of which Mex,517 182,005 is paid up. 
The franchise for its construction was granted to the Compagnie 
Generale des Chemins de fer et Tramways de Chine. 260 
miles of extension to Sianfu was originally granted to two 
Chinese provincial companies. The first Section ef 115 miles 
was redeemed by the Chinese Central Government in 1914. 


The amonnt at credit for the co*' of the railway was Mex. 
$16,537,779 and of thissum Me *16,300.117 has already 
been disbursed. Passenger receiyis for the first five years 
working were: Mex. $273.489; $303,960; (No record) : 
$482,097 ; $537,313. Freight receipis in 1911 and 1912 were 
Mex. $261,348; and Mex. $274,960, and“in 1914 and 1915 
Mex. $547,388 and $485,377 respectively. 


The general working expenses in 1911 and 1912 were Mex. 
$465,179 and $524,741 and in 1914 and 1915 were Mex. 
$464,464 and $606,426 respectively.

The attention of officers and stockholders. of 
corporations formed and doing business in China under 
the Act of Congress of March 2, 1903 is directed to 
the following provisions of said Act: 


‘* Every corporation of the district* * shall, on or before 
the first day of September of each year, file in the office of 
the clerk of the district court of the recording division where 
its principal office is located a list containing the names of its 
principal officers ; and whenever any such officers are changed 
or substituted shall, within thirty days after such change or 
substitution, file a notice thereof in like manner with such 
clerk.” (Sec. 20) 

‘¢ The president, secretary, and treasurer of any corpora- 
tion organized under the provisions of this chapter shall 
annually, under their signatures and oaths, make out and 
publish weekly, for three successive weeks, in a newspaper of 
general circulation in the district * * * a joint statement 
showing : 

(1) The number of shares of capital stock outstanding; 
(2) The amount paid in on each share of stock ; 
(3) The actual paid-up capital of the corporation ; 
( 4) The actual cash value of the property of the cor- 
poration and the character, location, and nature of the same ; 


(5) The debts and’ liabilities of the corporation, ive 
for what the same were incurred and whether the same are 
secured or unsecured and the amount of each kind, and, if 
secured, the character and kind of security ; 


(6) The salaries severally paid-each and every officer, 
manager and superintendent of the corporation during the 
preceding year ; and, 

(7) The increase or decrease, if any, of the stock, 
the capital, and the liablities of the corporation during the 
preceding year.’ (Sec. 23)
